Henry N. Stcveus (Lewis Evans His Map, p. 6) says: “ The map evidently excited 
considerable attention in the Colonies, aud, according to what Governor Pownall says in 
1776, it was for a long time generally accepted as the standard authority for settling 
boundaries, purchases, etc., on account of the extreme care and accuracy with which 
it had been prepared.”

This fine and perfect copy, in the original binding, of one of the 
most sought for of American books, is of paramount importance on 
account of its associations. 

THE BOOK BELONGED TO NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE, 
and has been the property of the Hawthorne family of Salem for more 
than two hundred and twenty-five years. The name of the first 
emigrant of the name is at the top of the title-page : 

William Hawthorne Senior, his booke, 1G77. 

The first owner has been described in the Introduction to The 
Scarlet Letter s' 

“ This grave, bearded, sable-cloaked, and steeple-crowned pro¬ 
genitor,—who came so early, with his Bible and his sword, and trod 
the unworn street with such a stately foot, and made so large a figure, 
as a man of war and peace.” 

The second owner was his son, not less famous, the “ witch-judge ” 
of Salem. His autograph is at the bottom of the title-page : 

John Hathorne his Booke. 

The same autograph occurs on both fly-leaves, front and back, the 
last with the date 1682 added. Of him his descendant in The Scarlet 
Letter says : 

He “ inherited the persecuting spirit, and made himself so con¬ 
spicuous in the martyrdom of the witches, that their blood may fairly 
be said to have left a stain upon him. So deep a stain, indeed, that 
his old dry bones in the Charter Street burial-ground, must still retain 
it, if they have not crumbled utterly to dust! ” 

The book seems next to have descended to John Hathorne’s son 
Joseph, whose autograph is on the leaf of “ license ”: 

Joseph Hathorne His Book 1739/40 

He seems to have been a man of quiet, peaceful pursuits and was, 
according to Hawthorne’s biographer, known as “ Farmer Joseph.” 

Other members of the family who have written their names in the 
book are : “ John Hathorne ” and “ J. Hathorne, Junr.” both differing 
from the signature of the “ witch-judge,” one probably that of his 
son, the other of his grandson; “ William Hathorne, His Book. 
Parama[ri]bo, December ye 12-1716,” probably the son of William 
Hawthorne, first, and brother of John Hawthorne, first, and a sea 
captain ; “ Nathaniel Hathorne ” several signatures, one dated “ March 
ye 12th 1789/90,” probably the grandson of Joseph Hathorne and the 
father of the author. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne, author of The Scarlet Letter , came into pos¬ 
session of the book in 1838, and his autograph signature, accompanied 
in each case by the date 1838, is found in four places in the volume. 

On the blank leaf which completes signature “ n ” he has written :

While the map, which has been mounted on linen, is the genuine

the folds. There is no evidence in the volume that it originally had 
a map. 

John Poster was the first printer in Boston, having set up a press 
there as early as 1675, by permission of the General Court in an order 
passed at the May session of 1674.

The maps are the same as those in the edition of 1522. The last sheet is the famous 
map signed by L. F. (Laurentius Frisius) dated 1522, and entitled “ Orbis ttpus 
universalis,” which bears the name “America.” This map is not a new one, but 
simply a reproduction of one in the Ptolemy of 1513, with the name America added. 
The discovery of Columbus is described on the sheet numbered 28, and the two inner 
pages of that sheet contain a map of America, or rather of the Western Ocean and 
Terra Nova, with the Islands. Again, the last map but one, which represents Gron- 
landia et Russia, is really a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, but also contains portions 
of the American coasts.

The various States are clearly shown in different colours, and there is much printed 
information on the map as to boundaries, localities and characteristics of Indian tribes, 

&c.; e.g., in New Jersey there are lines showing the overlapping and conflicting claims 
of New Jersey and New York to the same ground. 

In the left-hand top corner of the upper half of the map is an inset with the title : 

A New Map of Hudson’s Bay and Labrador from the late survey of those coasts.- 
The map was engraved by Thos. Kitchin of Clerkenwell Green and published by the 
author John Mitchell. The title is surrounded by a somewhat rudely-coloured design 
consisting of two Indians in gorgeous though scanty apparel, two cherubs playing by 
their side and two more above supporting the arms of King George II.

EXCESSIVELY RARE. 

Several editions were published in 1549 and of these that published by Whitchurch, 
March 7, was undoubtedly the first. The view that the May edition was the first is 
unterable, the assumption being based on the fact that the ecclesiastical year began on 
March 25, and that therefore the real year of publication of the edition dated March 7, 
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1549, was 1550. But it is well known that printers were in the habit of dating their 
publications both by the ecclesiastical and by the civil year (commencing Jan. 1), no 
hxed rule being lollowed ; and as we have indisputable evidence that the new 
Prayer Book was in use in two London churches on Easter Day 1549 (April 21) 
it is certain that the edition dated March 7 was the first, since the May edition was not 
published until some time after Easter. This view was upheld by the late Mr. Pickering 
—he followed the edition of March 7 in his series of reprints of early editions of the 
Book of Common Prayer—who also, as a practical printer, remarked that he con¬ 
sidered, from an examination of the press-work of the book, that it bore marks of 
having been hastily got up, probably by two printers, to meet an emergency.

It seems to be Lowndes’ second, though it has sixteen 
preliminary leaves (including “ An Acte fer the vniformiiie of common prayer, and 
administracion of the Sacramentes,” 2 leaves) not fourteen. This copy is absolutely 
perfect, having after the colophon the leaf with ‘ The prices of this boke ’. 

This second edition of the Prayer Book, which was brought out by the desire of 
the King himself, iulluenced by the Genevan reformers, contained many changes more 
markedly Protestant. Vestments, except the surplice for priests and deacons, and the 
rochette for bishops, were disallowed. The word *• Mass ” was deleted, the word “ altar ” 
changed to “ table ”, “ Mattens aud Evcusong ” to ‘‘Morning au-1 Evening Prayer,” 
and “ priest ” to “ minister,” though not invariably so.

A very fine edition of Vostre’s Paris Hours, and noticeable as containing woodcuts 
both of the earlv and later styles. It is apparently identical with Lacombe 17G (his 
reference to Brunet should be no. 75, not 85), but has two more quires (U o'*) containing 
I.oJJice de nostre dame de fitie and other prayers, all in Fiench, and having borders of 
exactly the same type and character as the rest of the volume. These fourteen extra 
leaves would make the issue appear to be identical with Brunet’s no. 81, but as that was 
of Koman use and had certain inscriptions in Latin which are here in French, the two 
cannot be identical.

An apparently unknown edition, as it does not seem to be recorded by aDy 
of the bibliographers. 

The sides of the binding are richly ornamented, having dentelle'b'order and in the 
centre a myrtle wreath enclosing interlaced oc in gold. The same letters appear in the 
corners over stamped in blind, with interlaced QQ in the opposite corners. The letter 
<!■ is also stamped on the back at top and bottom, with the g in gold in the centre. 

This has given rise to the statement that the book belonged to Charles IX. of France 
aud to Philippe do Mornay, but it seems unlikely. 

Collation : a-n 8 . b ;! is signed in error As, and b 4 is signed b 2 , b 2 itself being 
without a signature. The first page of every quire except the first is marked in the 
bottom margin Ro. (for Rome).

Apparently undescribed by bibliographers. The superb cuts are from the 
designs of Geoff roy Tory, whose mark appears on one of them, as it also does upon the 
smaller of the printer’s devices. 

The last 40 leaves contain addiiional Hymns and Prayers in French (24 leaves) 
and Commendationes Animaruni in Latin.

There is a very inteic&ling dedication to Edward VI and a preface to the reader, each 
of which has a fine initial letter. On the verso of the last preliminary leaf is another 
large woodcut device of Grafton with a quotation (Psalm xviii. 30) beneath.

There is no date, but the almanac is for fourteen years, beginning with 1533,from 
which we may conjecture it. 

Several of the rubrics throughout the book are in English. In the vellum copy 
the ‘ Memoria’ for S. Thomas of Canterbury has been erased. 
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Very rare. Three other copies are recorded: British Museum (title missiDg) ; 

Bodleian ; Fitzwilliam Museum, Cambridge (on vellum). 

On the flyleaves of the vellum copy are entries by members of the Carnaby 
family. ‘ Thes bukc ptenethe to me Lady Carnaby ’; ar \ in another hand, above 
entries of the names of ‘ Catheryne Carnaby iij yere old and ‘ Vrsula Carnaby Ij 
yere old ’: 

‘Anno diii m°.d°.xlj° mensis August! Rex henricus oct fuit apud poumfret. z 
regni sui xxxiij 0 ,’ and also : 

‘ God haue m’ey of the sowle of henry pey the vj th erle of Northumberland z all 
Christian soules 

doughte to Sir R. Carnaby.’ 

On the last page is a rough sketch of arms with the name Carnaby above and 
Rainold below, accompanied by the date ‘ Anno xxxiij 0 Henric. oct.’ 

The vellum copies differ from those printed on paper in having no woodcut 
borders on the pages where the illustrations occur, they being intended to be filled up 
with illuminated borders, as in this copy.

Excessively hare. There is no copy of this first edition in the British Museum, 
and it is merely mentioned at secondhand by Dibdin. 

The printer’s mark is Caxton’s small one with the words Wynkyn. de. worde.” 
added below. It is beneath a woodcut of tbe Virgin and Child and enclosed in a 
border. At the foot of the table of Sequences, the verses “ Ad lectorem ” run thus :—

The text of the Hymns is of course taken from the old Sarum codices ; the 
exposition is by Jodccus Badius Ascensius, who, in a preface dated Paris, 1 March, 

1502, on the back of each title, addresses the Youth of England, and declares his 
authorship, but attributes most of the credit to Joannes Balduinus or Boudins for 
whom he had done the work. It is probable, therefore, that Boudins had some 
arrangement with Wynkyn de Worde.

Excessively - rare, only three other copies being at present traceable, only one of 
which is perfect. There is none in the British Museum. The book is especially 
valuable as comprising the Major Excommunication (Sterne’s “ Curse of Ernulphus ”) 
in English. Most of the succeeding editions suppressed this, and gave only the Minor 
Excommunication in Latin. This “ grete curs ” consists of twelve pages of English, 
ending with the words “ thei ben acursed of god z holy chirche fro the sole of the foot 
vnto the crowne of the hede sloping et wakynge syttinge et standinge et in all their 
wordes et werkes. et but yf thei haue grace of god for to amende them here bi they re 
lyue. for to dwelle in the peynes of hell for euer withouteu end. fiat. fiat. Amen.” 

The contents of the book are Benedictions and Imprecations : the chanted Gospels 
for the nights of the Nativity and the Epiphany, various Benedictions for the feasts 
and fasts, the Order of making catechumens, the Benediction of the Font, the Order of 
Baptism, Churching of Women ; the Murriage-rite with the words of espousal given in 
English ; the blessing of pilgrimages, of the sword, of meat, cheese, butter, etc., of seed 
for the ground, of apples, bread, etc., of the shield, of sore eyes, of the ship, of meals, 
of the life of the cloisters ; the Preface and Canon of the Mass ; the Order for visiting 
the Sick, of Extreme Unction and the Commendation of Souls ; the Commemoration of 
Souls, the Office and Mass for the Dead ; Masses of the Cross, the Virgin, and the 
Holy Ghost; the Greater Excommunication ; Absolution ; Episcopal Benedictions, the 
blessing of the Bell, the manner of isolating Lepers, etc.

inches) in the original stamped binding, with initials G w and I G (similar

Four other copies are recorded ; namely one in the British Museum (imperfect), 
one in the Bodleian, and two at Cambridge. 

The Becket offices are, as usual in Missals, scored with ink. But the book is a 
fine example of ornamental typography and justifies the printer’s boast of its excellence.

An excessively rare edition of the Sarum Primer. The above 
copy is probably unique for I have been quite unable to trace another, 
and it is not mentioned by any bibliographer. It is quite perfect 
except for a letter being defective in the inner corner of one leaf. 
Pieter Kaetz, whose device of three red roses on a shield hanging 
from a tree, with lion supporters, and his name printed in red on a 
ribbon below, is on the title, was an Antwerp and London book¬ 
seller. He is mentioned by Mr. Gordon Duff in his Early Printed 
Books as having business relations with John Siberch, the first Cam¬ 
bridge printer. The book was probably printed by Christoffel van 
Remunde (Christophorus Ruremundensis) of Antwerp, who had brought 
out for Kaetz in the same year another Sarum Book of Hours, in 
16mo., known only from a portion of the last leaf (Hoskins’ Hand- 
List ,, no. 66) and a Psalter of Sarum and York use (Herbert’s Ames, 
p. 1534) ; and in the following year a Sarum Processional (ibid.). 

There is a considerable number of English prayers, and most of 
the rubrics are in English. Among signatures written in various parts 
of the book are those of Elizabeth Dacre (contemporar}') and William 
D a c r e

A very fine copy of a very rare edition. The title is within the same border as the 
following item. Seven copies only are mentioned by Mr. Dickinson in his list of 
service books, and I can only trace two other copies having occurred for sale during the 
last twenty years. 

The Processionals are among the rarest of English liturgical books, because, in the 
first place, there were less of them needed for publication, and in the second place, they 
were most eagerly sought for and destroyed by the Protestants of Elizabeth’s reign, as 
from their very name and nature they were identified with the most detested ceremonies 
of the pompous Church of Rome.

It was the first attempt to methodize our laws, as contained in the 
decisions promulgated in the courts from the reign of Edward I., and publishes many 
original authorities not comprised in the year books. 

The book was undoubtedly printed, not by Pynson himself as it has been often 
erroneously asserted (interpreting in a too literal sense the statement, “ Per mo 
r. pynson ”), but by Guillaume Le Talleur of Rouen for Pynson, who was his com¬ 
patriot. The most probable reason was that at this early period of his career Pynson 
had not the type requisite for the printing of such a work. 

On the reverse of the last leaf of this copy is a contemporary inscription to the 
famous Protector Somerset, the guardian of King Edward VI and ruler during his 
minority : “ To the moste noble and myghte prince Edwarde by the grace of god Duke 
of Sommerset Erie of hertfordc . . . lord Semour oncle onto the kinges highnesse of 
England, governour of his most Koyall pson and protectour of all his ltealmes 
Dominions and Subjectes . . .”

Only two other perfect copies are known, namely, those in the 
Lambeth Palace and John Rylands libraries. It is true that there 
exist two leaves of errata, now to be found only in the imperfect copy 
in the Cambridge University Library, but these were probably printed 
some time after publication. 

The book was printed by desire of the Abbess for the Sisters of 
Sion, a religious community which existed at Isleworth from 1415 
until the dissolution of the monasteries. It consists of a ‘ rationale ’ 
of divine service in general, with a translation of the hours and 
Masses of Our Lady, as they were used at Sion. The author was 
probably Dr. Thomas Gascoigne of Merton College, Oxford, who was 
Vice-Chancellor 1434-39 and 1442-45. 

The woodcut of S. Bridget on the title had already appeared in 
an apparently unrecorded Sarum Horse, printed by Wynkyn de 
Worde, 2 Aug. 1526.

There are besides five metal 
engravings in the ‘ maniere cribUe,’ obtained doubtless from abroad, and some curious 
initial letters which had apparently belonged to Andre Bocard. It would be exceed¬ 
ingly interesting could we trace the history of these cribUe cuts and discover whence 
Notary obtained them. The designs were clearly taken from a set of compositions the 
work of a Lower Rhine engraver about 1450-60, known as the ‘ master of St. Erasmus,’ 
of which a complete set may be found in the British Museum. Notary’s, however, are 
not direct copies but probably imitations of some criblee prints copied from the original 
designs.
